The village is proposing to use 
gasoline tax money m widening 
the present 50-foot street to 80 feet 
to harmonize with the new 80-foot 
Broadway which will be built north 
and south paralleling Main street to 
the west. • ■ " — 

. The widened Orchard street will 
permit angle parking on both sides 
and four lanes of traffic,. a. big ad- 
vantage to downtown traffic. 

The project cannot be started un- 
til next spring but the village will 
apply to the state for g&s tax 
money early next year. 
- An application also will be made 
at that time for tax money to im- 
prove Ida avenue as an arterial. 
street. ' 

Main Costs $300 More 

Widening of Main street in the 
southern part of the business dis- 
trict was' completed Tuesday. Great 
expense in removing a tree ma^d 
the cost of the, project $300. more 
but this wlU be taken care of by 
the state. * • , — . 

The jog of the curb at the end of 
the widened pavement has present* 
ed a hazard and a reflector light 
will be put up to prevent motorists 
hitting a utility line pole oh the 
w»t side of the street. 

A resolution was passed by the 
board limiting parking on Park ave. 
to. the north side of the street as 
far^ast as the east line of the Jen- 
suTproperty. \ 

The same resolution carried a 
provision that there shall be no 
parking on the east side of Broad 
, way- a distance of 25 feet from-Xalce 
itreet. 

Lack of paridng space was exepi- 
plified by a report of one of the 
trustees that Chief Fred Peterson 
had found one man parking l^is car 
on the roof of the village boilef 
room which is on street level.'

Antioch's, postotfice will' become 
a first clqss office after July 1, 1940. 

The change in rating is the re- 
sult of the great increase in busi- 
ness, said Postmaster Roy Kufalk, 
who listed receipts for 1048 at 
$65,631.85, 

The local postoffice became eligi- 
ble for a change in rating this year 
when it passed the $40,000 mark in 
receipts. It became a second class 
office in 192G when it grossed more 
than $8,000 in business. After it 
passed the $40,000 . mark it became 
eligible for first class and this marl: 
was reached well in advonce of the 
close of the year. 

Change to a first class office 
means a new accounting system wiT'^ 
be installed. 

Kufalk said that his total re- 
ceipts did not include money or-: 
dcrs, bond sales, migratory fowl 
stamps or stamps used elsewhere in 
vending 'machines. • 

The village needs larger quarters' 
for its office, but: Kufalk said that 
the Inspectors were cool to< any 
proposal of moving ' owing to the 
fact that the contract for the pres- 
ent room runs several years yet at 
a comparatively low rent.

tl}at opposition will develop. This 
means that there is a premium, on 
secrecy. 

The maximum educational tax 
rate limit for a high school district 
in Tazewell County was increased 
in 1948 by a vote of 57 to 7, out of 
a total eligible, vote of approxi- 
mately 2,000. The tax for road pur- 
poses in a township in Iroquois 
County was increased at an election 
in 1948 by a vote of 50 to 23, ap- 
piroxlmately 8% of the total leigi- 
ble vote of 912, A $75,000 bond is- 
sue was saddled on the 6800 or 
more inhabitants of an East Peoria 
School District In 1948 by a vote of 
35 to 19, 

There are literally -hundreds of 
such examples ' where communities 
have been burdened with sizeable 
bond issues or substantial increases 
in taxing powe^ by a handful of 
voters. 

The Taxpayers\Federation of Illi- 
nois believes that all of the people 
served by local, government are en- 
titled to know whenever an elec- 
tion is to be held to authorize bonds 
or to authorize ' increased taxing 
power, and why the bonding power 
or increased taxing power is need- 
ed. 

Accordingly, 'the Taxpayers* Fe- 
deration, if it finds that the tax- 
payers of Illinois actually favor 
the idea, purposes that legislation 
be enacted by the next session of 
the General Assembly which will 
require that a certain minimum 
percentage of the eligible voters, 
such as one-third, must actually 
vote on a proposition to 'author- 
ize bonds or increase taxing power 
for the election to be valid. 

At the mass meeting of taxpayers 
of the I2th Senatorial District at 
Freeport on November 23, the vote 
was more than 10 to 1 in favor of 
this idea and more than two-thirds 
favored a requirement of a mini- 
mum vote of one-third or more of 
the eligible voters on any such pro- 
position. A similar poll will be 
taken at the other taxpayer mass 
meetings ': being held - by the Tax- 
payers' Federation of Illinois 
throughout the state. 

The biggest problem is to - deter- 
mine what the minimum percent- 
age should be that will compel the. 
local governments to take their pro-, 
posals to the people, and at the 
same time not make it impossible 
to pass bond issues or tax increases 
that are justified by the facts. 

And in the State of Washington,

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Economic Highlights 

If the judgment of representative business 
leaders is correct, those who anticipate a drop in the 
cost ol living are doomed to disappointment. The out- 
look now is that some prices— notably foods— will 
probably decline during the coming year. However, 
even it this happens, it will be offset by higher prices 
in other directions, principally in the field of manu- 
factured goods. 

A recent statement by Henry Ford II indicates 
the trend of thinking on the top industrial levels. Ac- 
cording to him, a fourth-round wage increase "is in- 
evitable." Then ho said: "Prices, too, must go up. 
Prices arc high today, maybe too high— but we can't 
lower them without lowering wage and material 
costs." When asked for his views on price control, 
Mr. Ford said it would not hold prices down an'i 
"would wreck the nation— the auto industry included 
— and ruin the economy." 



must meet foreign 'competition. Hero shipping is the 
best example. According to the statistics, seamen's 
pay has risen 207 per cent since 1030, The maritime 
4nions want still higher wages, along with other ex- 
pensive concessions. At the same time, the companies' 
volume of business ond their profits have declined. 
Foreign lines, Which pay far lower wages and can 
operate more cheaply in all ways, and getting more 
and more tonnag6. 

Finally, there arc any number ot industries 
which are perfectly free to raise prices as high os 
tiiey like, but which must keep a worried eye on the 
consumer. In other words, it is one thing to price an 
article at a given figure, but It is a different thing to 
get people to buy it at that figure. Consumer resist- 
ance has become an ominous factor in a number of 
fields, and is feared in others. On top of that, it is 
not only the individual buyer that must bo consid- 
ered. The big industrial consumer often dominates 
the picture. For instance, coal is a source of energy 
which must be sold in competition with other sources 
of energy, such as oil. If coal prices should get out of 
line, there would be a gradual shift to other fuels — 
and then, of course, the employment offered by coal 
would steadily decline. 

Industries serving the demand for luxuries and 
semi-luxuries — things people con do without if they 
have to — are especially concerned as the wage prob- 
blem moves to the front again. Motion pictures arc 
u good illustration of this. Box office receipts in the 
United States have been drifting downward. There 
has been a heavy decline in foreign income, due to 
currency restrictions, freezing of funds, and stiff 
taxes abroad. The top movie minds think that current 
ticket prices cannot be further raised without a 
shattering affect on attendance. Efforts to reduce the 
production costs of pictures and still keep them at- 
tractive to the potential customer have not been too 
successful. So here too the prospect of higher wages 
is the cause of many a headache.
